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| Higher Returns From Lower Rates 


URING the last four years the whole of Western Can- 
D ada, including the governments of Alberta and Bri- 

tish Columbia, has been aggressively prosecuting gen- 
eral demands for reductions in freight rates. The contentions 
af the West have been that rates were too high; that the exor- 
bitant cost of transportation was strangling trade and pre- 
venting Western Canadian development. Not only did the 
West say that high transportation costs were detrimental to 
the material welfare of this section of the Dominion, but they 
were also detrimental to the net returns the railroads them- 
selves should secure. 

In 1922 demands for reductions were met, 
Nest Pass rates were re-established on grain. Grain rates to 
the Pacific coast were reduced 20 per cent. At that time the 
railroads answered the contentions of the West by declaring 
that the reductions in rates would prove disastrous; that they 
would increase the deficits of the Canadian National Railways, 
and would change the Canadian Pacific from a company 
operating at a profit to a company cperating at a 
loss. Mr. E. W. Beatty, K.C., president cf the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Company, declared that year that a return 
to the Crow’s Nest rates on grain would reduce the operating 
revenues of the railways by approximately $25,000,000; but 
despite this attitude of the railway companies the rates were 
again reduced in 1923 and again in 1925. 

WHAT HAS BEEN THE RESULT OF THESE REDUC- 
TIONS? 

During the last four years the Canadian Pacific Railway 
company, after paying its dividend of ten per cent, all of its 
operating expenses, interest charges, and providing for its 
sinking funds and all reserves, has accumulated a surplus of 
something over $12,000,000, and the year 1925 shows its oper- 
ating profits and net returns to be the best it has had since 
1917, 

On the Canadian National Railway, for the first time in its 
history, the operating deficit on Western lines has disap- 
peared entirely. 

Reductions in rates in the West are giving a new lease of 
life to Western Canadian progress and development, and they 
are giving to the railroads greater net returns than the high 
rates produced. Increased business means increased profits. 
The railroads cf Canada need more tonnage, and that will come 
only from greater development. Greater development will 
come with increased business. The sure way to bring about 
that result is to free Western Canada and the Western lines 
from the discriminating rates that have heretofore been bar- 
riers to trade,

Viscount Allenby was the man to whom was 
committed during the great war the task of frus- 
trating the plans of the Turks to raid the Suez 
Canal, invade Egypt, and destroy British power 
and prestige throughout western Asia and north- 
ern Africa. 

Ilow well that task was performed may be 
briefly told. Egypt was not invaded. The eanal 
was never raided. And when the campaign was 
ended the Turks had been hustled out of Arabia, 
Palestine and Syria, and the Red Sea link in the 
chain of Empire communications was more secure 
than when the war began. 

It was Allenby who made it possible for Bri 
tain to restore Palestine as the homeland of the 
His victories knocked the Turkish Empire 
to pieces, and doomed the remnants of that onee 
conquering race to impotent existence in the in-| 
terior of Asia Minor. 

It may be addéd that the forces at hand were 
never in keeping with the undertaking. The 
genius of the commander had to make up for the 
smallness of his army. This he did by enlisting 
the assistance of the chieftain of the Hedjaz. thus 
using Islamic weapons to break the Islamic 
power.
